Senior  Class  History 


1952  seemed  a  long  time  off  when  our  class  ad- 
vanced from  North  and  West  Wards  and  Fowlerton 
to  its  place  at  F.  H.  S.  as  66  unsuspecting  little 
seventh  graders.  After  adjusting  to  the  new  sur- 
roundings we  were  allowed  to  have  a  class  meeting 
to  dispose  of  a  lot  of  important  class  business.  We 
elected  Joyce  Stitt  as  president;  Larry  Smith,  vice- 
president;  Beverly  Rich,  secretary;  Patty  Hoskins, 
treasurer;  John  Powers,  historian;  and  Sue  Hill, 
social  chairman.  The  first  party  of  the  year  was 
held  in  the  West  Ward  gym  under  the  direction  of 
Ralph  Rautenkranz  and  Georgia  Cullen,  our  spon- 
sors. Each  class  member  had  to  pay  twenty-five 
cents  for  his  share  of  ham  salad  sandwiches  and 
cokes.  On  February  13  we  had  our  second  party, 
a  valentine  exchange. 

After  a  seemingly  short  vacation  we  came  back 
to  F.  H.  S.  as  veterans.  Mr.  Elliott  and  Miss  Mc- 
Turnan  became  our  new  sponsors,  and  we  started 
things  off  with  a  hay  ride.  Sue  Smith  was  our 
choice  of  candidate  for  Carnival  Queen.  John 
Powers  was  elected  president;  Joyce  Stitt,  vice- 
president;  Lois  Hollingsworth,  secretary;  Beverly 
Rich,  treasurer;  Sue  Smith  and  Charles  Johnson, 
social  chairmen.  At  Christmas  time  we  had  a 
second  party  in  the  Homemaking  room.  And  since 
we  have  always  been  clever,  we  had  a  Hobo  party 
at  Joan  Gaddis'  for  a  third  social  function. 

With  some  new  recruits  from  Liberty  township 
69  of  us  met  in  the  fall  of  1948  as  freshmen.  Class 
officers  were  Larry  Smith,  president;  John  Powers, 
vice-president;  Bill  Wilson,  secretary  and  treasur- 
er; Jeanette  Ashba,  historian;  and  John  Templeton, 
social  chairman. 

Marilyn  Reeder  entertained  our  group  at  a 
wiener  roast  after  a  wonderful  hayride.  Under  the 
guidance  of  a  new  coach,  Mr.  McAnally,  we  had  a 
basketball  team  that  enjoyed  a  very  successful  sea- 
son. Joyce  Stitt  was  chosen  for  our  Carnival 
Queen  candidate. 

Returning  as  sophomores,  we  had  dwindled  to 
56.  We  met  and  chose  Larry  Smith,  president; 
Joyce  Stitt,  vice-president;  Bill  Imhoff,  secretary- 
treasurer;  Jeanne  Brown,  historian;  Sue  Smith  and 
Larry  Hughes,  social  chairmen;  and  Charles  John- 
son, watch  dog.  A  big  event  was  our  choice  of 
class  sweaters,  which  we  decided  should  be  grey 
and  blue.  At  the  Halloween  Carnival  we  put  on 
an  amateur  program  featuring  the  Harmonettes, 
Belle  from  Hopkin's  Corner,  the  Pixie  Four,  Dew 
Dew  Dewy  Day,  and  Goofus  Dance.  Carolyn  Worl 
was  honored  as  our  queen  candidate.  For  our 
class  plays  we  produced  Elmer,  a  comedy;  The 
Farmer's  Daughter,  a  melodrama;  and  True  in 
Heart,  a  serious  play. 

In  the  spring  of  our  sophomore  year  we  elected 


our  junior  class  officers  so  we  could  tackle  the 
problem  of  raising  money  for  our  senior  trip  and 
the  junior  prom.  The  officers  were  Joe  Kelsay, 
president;  Larry  Smith,  vice-president;  Joyce  Stitt, 
secretary;  John  Powers,  social  chairman;  John 
Templeton,  sergeant-at-arms;  Jeanne  Brown,  treas- 
urer; Martha  Wilson,  social  chairman;  Carolyn 
Worl,  historian.  On  October  6  we  chose  class 
rings  which  arrived  on  the  glorious  day  of  Decem- 
ber 4.  Carnival  money-making  projects  were  the 
Spook  House,  Shooting  Gallery,  and  Junior  Follies. 
Martha  Wilson  and  Larry  Smith  represented  us  as 
queen  and  king  candidates.  Our  class  play,  "Our 
Miss  Brooks,"  was  given  November  20-21,  with 
Billie  Jo  Wallace  as  Connie.  Billie  Jo  and  Joe 
Kelsay  were  appointed  by  the  faculty  as  the  dele- 
gates to  Boys'  and  Girls'  State. 

We  sponsored  the  movie,  "Mr.  Belvedere  Goes  to 
College,"  and  made  additional  money  by  having 
three  bake  sales  and  a  work  day.  The  prom  com- 
mittee decided  on  the  theme  "A  Street  in  Paris." 
An  exotic  atmosphere  was  created  in  the  gym 
with  French  shoppes  and  a  ceiling  of  stars  to  em- 
phasize the  senior  motto,  "Darkness  Brings  out  the 
Stars."     It  was  beautiful. 

Only  46  of  us  assembled  to  elect  officers  in  the 
fall  of  '51  for  our  senior  year.  Larry  Hughes  be- 
came president;  Larry  Smith,  vice-president;  Joyce 
Stitt,  secretary;  Billie  Jo  Wallace  ,  treasurer; 
Charles  Johnson,  watch  dog;  Sue  Hill,  Jeanette 
Ashba,  Joe  Kelsay,  John  Powers,  social  chairmen; 
Carolyn  Worl,  historian;  and  Phyllis  Jones  and 
Hilton  Johnson,  student  council  representatives. 

In  a  meeting  with  our  parents,  penny  sup- 
pers were  ruled  out  and  a  banking  system  was  es- 
tablished. We  did  make  some  money  at  the  Car- 
nival with  the  candle  squirt,  hot  dog  sale,  spook 
house,  and  sponge  toss.  Although  we  were  worried 
for  a  time,  Larry  Hughes  and  Carolyn  Worl  were 
voted  in  as  Carnival  King  and  Queen.  A  goal  of 
$1,000  worth  of  magazine  subscriptions  was  estab- 
lished and  realized,  bringing  us  some  needed  reve- 
nue and  a  turkey  dinner.  Over  a  hundred  dollars 
was  realized  from  ads  in  our  county  basketball 
schedule. 

In  February  our  final  activities  were  planned. 
We  decided  to  give  "I  Remember  Mama"  on  April 
3  and  4.  When  you  read  this,  we  will  be  ready 
for  our  Baccalaureate  on  May  11,  after  which  we 
plan  for  Commencement  May  12.  We  will  leave  on 
May  15  for  our  much  planned  trip  to  New  York 
City  and  Washington,  D.  C.  Our  return  will  com- 
plete the  history  of  the  class  of  1952  as  students 
of  Fairmount  High  School.

After  having  had  continuous  organization  in 
Fairmount  High  School  for  twenty-two  years,  the 
Hi-Y  was  dropped  as  a  school  activity  in  1947.  The 
need  for  such  an  organization,  however,  was  ever 
present.
